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At Last 

Yesterday the Students' Society pass 
ed a Bjf'tion admitting women to their or 
ganizatioii. There is a contingent clause 
which provides for ratification by the Mc 
Gill Women Students' Societj-, but the 
result of the recent election for the Presi- 
dency of that body makes it almost a fore- 
gone conclusion that next faU will find 
l,wo "female members" sitting on the Exe- 
cutive Council. 

It has taken three years and more of 
continual agitation to bring about the 
change. Unblushingly, the Daily can claim 
three sessions of constant agitation and 
advocation. The culmination yesterday 
must have been very gratifying to past 
Managing Boards who have labored in 
these columns to persuade and convince. 

Three years ago the opposition was 
intense. Persons expressing mildly that 
they wouiil like to see women represented 
more fairly were openly sneered at, and 
no one ever had the temerity to make a 
fonnaljnbtion. Gradually the way become 
easier. The Council saw the need for an 
investigation committee for the whole 
matter. The majority reported that the 
time for amalgamation was not yet. A 
minority voice dissented, claiming that exe- 
cutive co-ordinatiçn was practicable, neces- 
san' «nd readily obtainable. In another 
year the small minority had grown to an 
overwhelming majority large enough to 
carry anendments to the Constitution. 

There was obviously some doubt as to 
whether or not a woman should be eligible 
for the presidency of the Council. To 
harmonize with the spirit of the rest of 
the amendments quite certainly the high- 
est office should not be closed to the new- 
comers. It would be almost absurd to ac- 
cept amalgamation on an equal footing 
and then to load one of the parties to the 
contract with disabilities. The main argu- 
ment of the objectors was that one of the 
functions of the President is to sit on the 
Athletic Board and that no woman can be a 
member of the group controlling male ath- 
letics. This is more or less of a quibble. 
Surely it would be more tactful to amend 
the Constitution again, restating the Pre- 
sident's duties and rearranging the choice 
of the third .student member than to base 
objections on such a slender thread. Any- 
how, it is most unlikely that a woman will 
be elected for some time yet. 

Now that we have our amalgamation 
— or almost have it — the question arises as 
to what we intend to. do with ii. The 
average undergraduate will notice no dif- 
ference. Ten men who attend Council 
meetings will find themselves in conclave 
Avith two women next year— this is the 
only change. But now student govern- 
ment is in the hands of a single body— for 
better or for worse.

We ùo not foi' ii mo- 
ment suggest tliaL man sliould be allowed 
to crash a dance and usurp th» rights of 
those who have bought tickets. This must 
not occur. But what we do say is that 
if single tickets were .sold for, say tliree- 
quarters the price per couple, and if the 
number of single tickets sold was limited 
to ten 01- twenty per cent of the total num- 
ber sold, and if the dance w.is non-pro- 
gram, with a large amount of cutting-in 
going on, it would be more enjoyable for 
all attending, and in reality live up to the 
term "Informal' instead of just being a 
sham as the present ones are. 




More Stags? 

We have heard consideraliie di.scus- 
.sion recently as to whether or not stags 
should be admitted to college dances, and 
to the Union Informais in particular. There 
is nothing to prevent men going stag, of 
course, but it is just not done or encour- 
, aged. If a man cares to buy a ticket and 
then go alone, no one can prevent him, 
but what does he find when he gets there? 
He finds that the Union Informais are in 
reality the most formal dances of tlie year. 
Everyone keeps strictly to their own party, 
and woe betide he who is not in any party. 
Now we maintain that a dance at which 
there is a reasonable stag line is more 
enjoyable for both men ànd women. The 
women are never left iiitting out but have 
a large choice of partners, and no man 
minds taking a dance off now and then 
and going downstairs to have a smoke.
